fn 1836 he was a presidential elector. 
ffo served five years us I'resklont Judge 
in JOrie county, and six ytiars in Cniv 
Kress, from 1SK to 1861. Elected Judge 
of the Supreme Court of the State iu 
1*">7, he tilled his term of fifteen years, 
the latter three as Chief Justice. Ho 
was the Democratic .nominee for the 
same position in 1872, but failed of an 
election through fj.iuds iu Philadulpliiii.

In times past, he who entered farm 


life expected to bo moro or less an iso- 
lated being. Society had no charms lor 
Win, lie was in most respects a world 
tinto himself. How to make the most 
money out of Ills land was the begin- 
JiinK and the ending of all his hopes, 
and to this objeot all his arrangements 
turned. In selecting a site for his 
dwelling house and farm buildings, it 
•was therefor* a point to get as -near 
the centre of his plot of ground as possi- 
ble. Of course the contour of tbe sur- 
face, contiguity to water, and other 
conveniences had to have a voice in tlio 
decision, but if these voted for tlio mid- 
dle of tbe tract it was all the more com- 
forting. Every field required atten- 
tion, and the centre ot the whole space 
economised time and space In getting 
from part to part of tho whole concern. 


But times have changed. Agricultu- 


ral intelligence has advanced more than 
would have been dreamed of a genera- 
tion ago. 
The newspaper is now as 


much a part of farm life as it is of city 
lifo, and we believe as much for mental 
pleasure as the hogs and cattle, and 
potatoes and com which our broad 
acres yield. 


Social life as ivell as material wealth 


Is an agricultnval want, and must be 
kept in view in locatiHg buildings as 
much so as any of the mere conveni- 
ences before named. Another point is 
that there is not now the same necessity 
for as ranch manual labor OH tho farm 
as formerly. Machinery now docs most 
of the labor, and the mere saving of 
manual labor hits already been in a 
measure accomplished. Altogether it 
is not a m»H»r of serious consequence 
on what part Of U» ground tho build- 
ings arc located.—.Exchange.

dressing of ashes has been applied, and 
them will be a rank growth that will 
probably fall and never mature. Sow 
tho grain where lime has been applied 
to the soil, and the grain will grow 
with stout, stiff straw, and plump, hard 
heads that mature well. 


Ashes cause a rank growth of the 


herbaceous pnrt ot plants, such as 
leaves, straw and g.-nss; lime induces a 
growth of the woody part ot plants, 
and the grain or fruit. Ashes stimu- 
late heavy muck and rich or virgin 
soils. They appear to 'disintegrator or 
make available what is already in tho 
soil. They scum to act specially on the 
vegetable mold nnd manures from thn 
barnyard. Apply them to tho most of- 
fensive pilo of compost, and they will 
render it inodorous and worthless us a 
fertilizer, their effect being that of re- 
leasing tho ammonia from tho compost. 
Ashes used with a compost hcitp of de- 
caying vegetables matter would bo 
wasted—worso than wanted—as they 
render the compost inert as » fertilizer. 


course valuable for the use of such 
crops ni may bo grown during or after 
«ts decomposition. Tho 
well-known 


superiority of clover a» u manuring 
crop, however, is not duo alone to tho 
greater amount of organic matter, ta- 
ken mainly from the atmosphere, which 
tho roots supply, but also to the posi- 
tion in which this mutter is deposited. 


PIio roots reach deeply into Iho soil 


and on their decomposition they serve 
to draw moisture from tho lower soil 
and by tho decomposition of fertilizing 
mutter to a considerable depth they in- 
(lucdtho descent of tho roots and'crops 
to a point where they arc much moia 
suro ot a supply of moisture during the 
dry seasons than thoy could be if neater 
tho surface. Then again, thorn deeply 
penetrating roots traverse parts of tho 
subsoil not heretofore open lo vegeta- 
tion, and in their decomposition they 
produce a chemical effect on the inor- 
ganic substances that lie along their 
courses, and help to render them, too, 
serviceable for future crops.—American 
Agriculturist. 


O.VTa von HOUSES.—A correspon- 


dent of tho Maine Farmer says: "I 
have always found that generous food- 
Inn pays tho best, and I havo found 
nothing so good for colts as n generous 
supply of oats, regularly fed. There is 
not muoh danger of feeding too many. 
The danger 1> in-the opposite direction. 
Tho most critical part of tho colt's life 
is perhaps the first winter, when ho 
should bo liberally fed with oats or oat- 
meal, with a fow potatoes, nnd havo 
dally exercise. One of your corns- 
iwndonts prefers carrots to othor roots 
for feed. This docs not agree with my 
experience. After giving currots a fair 
and thorough trial, extending through 
three winters, [ came to tho conclu- 
sion that carrots as a feed for horses 
and colts lire entirely worthless. Tho 
moro oats you feed to your colts the 
moro muscle, the more aim, the moro 
power, tho more endurance, the moro 
style, find speed you obtain, und tho 
more monoy you got when you soil 
them."

Ik'l.l, for aomo niiwon I changed my 
l>uri>03« anil j-ostponud llie work lor 
one year. The next spring t gat out 
inanure on tlte rest of tlio Hold, nucl 
planted the wliol* to corn. The result, 
to my surprise, was that the growth 
and product of corn on that jwrllon of 
the field thnt had been manured tho 
ycnr previous was much larger than on 
tho part which had lieeu manured 
shortly txtforc plowinj;. Tho result of 
this accidental experiment led mo u fow 
years afterward to draw manure during 
winter on a piece oC ground which I 
proposed to pUnt tho cnsuins spring. 
The circumstances and my method 
wow these: 


J st.ibled nnrt foddered'a number of 


cows in n spacious underground stable 
or 
shi-d. They were fastened with 


chains .in tho ordinary manner, in n 
row, on one side of tho shod. A sled 
was placed at a convenient distance 
!n the rear, nnd every day tho droppings 
and litter were shoveled /rom the floor 
on which the cows stood to the sled, to 
which IM often as it was loaded a tenm 
was hitched, and tlio load drawn to the 
field and spread. This was continued 
through the winter, sometimes on tntrc 
ground and sometimes lit ili»p snow. 
At the proper season the Hold was plow- 
ed and planted. Although 1 have 
"farmed it" but in a small way, 1 liavo 
not in 25 years omitted a Held of a few 
acres of corn, and have not been in the 
)iabit of raising poor crops. The crop 
in question fell considerably short of 
"one hundred bushels to the acre," 
but was the best I ever raised. The 
nueceeding crops of barley and wheat 
were above tho average. 


With like facilities, I should continue 


to practice in the same way. lie.sidca 
that, I regard this us an economical 
way of getting out manure. I am sat- 
IsSed that the melting snow mid the 
rain help to make the maniiro available 
to the growing ciop. The common 
practice ut dumping manure'in heaps 
and then spreading before tli« plow, I 
regard »» slovenly and wasteful.

The 
slices are to be boiled until quite ten- 
der, and then are to lie drained, and 
nicely mashed with butter. This Is the 
most common method ol cooking, and 
It has the demerit of washing out the 
gum and the sugar nnd the other tluer 
constituents ot the root;, and conse- 
quently tho llavor is very much re- 
duced. The other root is to Iw washed 
quite clean ; but it is not to be peeled, 
or cut, or sonked.
